A BRUSH IN THE COMMIITEE. 


Colonel Mathews Loses His Temper 
and Says Some Hard Things. 

A very lively litle row was raised iu the con- 
mittee of revision on Monday evening. When 
some question involving the rights of railroad to 
arrange an -arbitrary freight tariff was up, Mr. 
Toombs challenged the votes of those members 
of the committee who were stockholders in the 
railroad, saying that they shou!d not be allowed 
40 vole upon a queation involving them from 
iaterest In issuing this challenge he called 
Colonel Mathewf,of Oglethorpe by name ‘his 
brought that gentieman promptly to his feet, 
and he let fly a sort of verbal shoulder-hitter at 
Mr. Toombs He repelled most scornfully the 
insinuation tbat his vote coula be influenced by 
his pecuniary interests, and gave Mr. Toombs 
some very hard language, proposing among 
other things of an accommodating nature ‘‘that 
he was willing and ready to meet that ventle- 
man whenever, wherever, and however 
he desired,’’ Mr. Toombs stated that he simply 
made a legal objection to the casting of a vote 
by parties interested in the decision. Thus has 
the possible shedding of gore averted a very 
promising tusslenippedin the bud. The mat- 
ter was, we jearn, adjusted pleasantiy on yester- 
day eyening i. the committee room. 

THE PENITENTIARY CONVICTS. 
What Heeper Neims Has to Say 

About the Lease System. 


Pending the proposition ot General Wofford to 
have the lease of the state convicts abolished, 
Captain Nelms, of the penitentiary, rises to say 
thatin his opinion an abolition of the lease 
would be unwise. He ad nits that the lease is 
open to serious objections, but thinks the estab 
lishment of a peuiteutiary would be a very cost- 
ly experiment. He recalls the fact that before 
the war with only ove hundred and seventy 
five-in the walis (and these all white men, and 
of higher intelligeuce than the negroes who now 
make the force) the net cost of the state was 
$8,000 peranaum He makes the point that of 
the 1200 convicts now on hand, hardly one 
hundred could be taught trades by which they 
could become self sustaining in a walled peni 
tentiary. He estimates that the cost to the state 
would not be less than $10,000 a year to sustain 
such an institution. The net income by te 
present plan is $25,000. Iu Tennessee it i8 
$75,000. 

It may be noted here that a plan ison foot to 
have the penitentiary building at Milledgeville 
setapart for the incirceration of womenand of 
offenders in the higher crimes.it is possible aiso 
that it will be used as the house of correction 
proposed by Judge Reese’s bill. The agitation 
of the question of prison reform can hardly fail 
to be productive of much good. 


ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE. 

Mr F. P. Rice, ashrewd and intelligent ob- 
server, bas just returned from a long trip 
through the mount ins of northeast Georgia. 
He reports that the feeling in that section is 
against the adoption ot the new constitution as 
jt at present appears that constitution will be 
framed. He thinks the people up there want a 
large homestead. They are unanimous on the 
question of having the capital remain at Atlan- 
ta, aud want to see the question settled by the 
convention. 

Judge W. B. Thomas, of Athens, was in the 
city yesterday, and reports that the people in 
C arke and the surrounding counties are very 
much disgusted with the slow progress made 
by the convention, anda strong opposition to 
the result of their work is being developed. He 
thinks the niggardly policy in regard to salaries 
willdo much to prevent the ratification ef the 


instrument.

Dear Sigz:—The unfortunate men 
who had confidence in the state of 
Georgia and bought bonds on the faith 
of the State’s endorsenient and invested 
over three millions of cash that was 
expended in permanent improvements 
on the soil of the state, by which the 
taxable propert of the state 
was enhancec more than 
the indebtedness (see Rep. 
superintendent public works 1871.) 
The men who bought on the faith of 
the state’s honor, and who paid 94 
cents on the dollar for the bonds; the 
men who have been deprived of their 
money without a hearing, and have 
beep abused and maligned and cheated, 
have stood all this patiently and philo- 
sophically, knowing it resulted from 
political causes and the necessity of 
their sacrifice to the politica! fortunes 
of the hour. But when men like you, 
counsel for clients equally unfortunate, 
in tru 3ting to the credits and good faith 
of the state, assail and assault them as 
you did in your memorial 
published this morning, in which you 
gay of the currency bonds held by 
Boorman Johnson & Co.; “ these are 
none of the bogus railroad bonds which 
were an unmitigated swindle, as we all 
know, etc.” Well may these unfortu- 
nate creditors of the state of Georgia 
wrap the mantle of their misfortune 
around them and exclaim et tu Brute 
Is it possibie that language like this 
can come from those supposed as 
counsel in the bond cases, to know 
something of the truth of the question 
involved? Do you not koow that the 
B & A. railroad company was an ap- 

licagg for state aid and endorsed by 
leading men and presses before the 
war? Do you not know that the own- 
ers of this railroad built aud equipped 
62 miles of road before the war? Do 
you not know that the convention of 
1861 ordained protection to all internal 
improvements vn the soil of Georgia 
belonging to foreigners? Do you not 
know that the state of Geor- 
gia took this road during the 
war, and gave the Governor's 
receipt to return itin the same con- 
ditionsit was taken. Do you pot know 
that its iron was taken off and the road 
dismantled? Do you not know that 
the state, in settlement of the claim on 
which she was bound by her receipt, 
offered to endorse to rebuild the road ? 
Do you not know that this bill passed 
by large majorities, when no 
negro sat in the house = and 
but a few ,in the senate, 
Do you not know thita bill was filed 
to restrain the endorsement, a tempo- 
rary injunction issued by Judge Schley, 
dissolved by Judye Sessions on the 
hearing argued by Dougherty and Liu- 
ton Stephens for the endorsement, and 
Toombs and Jackson against. Do you 
not kuow that this decision was carried 
to the supreme court and the writ of 
error dismissed? Do you not know that 
the first 1,500 bonds endorsed by Dr. 
Angier, treasurer of the state, were the 
subject matter of legislative investiga- 
tion ani sustained. Do you not not 
know that the acts of the legislature 
were passed by constitutional major- 
ities and approved by aconstitutional 
governor? Do you not know that the 
bonds were issued on a road 172 miles 
long—that they were sold in open mar- 
ket in Frankfort on the Maine,and were 
bought by innocent parties who 
hold them ? And yet you 
have called these bogus bonds, 
and have called the act of their issu- 
ance approved by ajudge ot the su- 
perior court of Georgia an unmitigated 
swindle. I have nothing to say of the 
BoormansJohnson claim,but that I be- 
lieve it to be honest. But your hope, 
by abusing other claims just as good 
and as honest, to agree wita the legis- 
lature in their great wrong to others, 
will turn out to be deiusive. The men 
in the convention from 
Brunswick to Eufaula know 
that if the money of Boorman Johnson 
& Co,, went into the state capitol the 
money of these men went into the road 
trom Brunswick to Albany and there 
is not acourt on earth that would not 
decide in favor of the bouds you call 
bogus. If it were otherwise, why re- 
fuse the holders a hearing. The state, 
Iam satisfied, now, will not grant a 
hearing, but the day will com? when 
Georgia will open her courts to eVery 
claimant, and let the law decide 
the question, and when this cry of 
“bogas” and “swindle” will not deceive 
the people determined on doing jus- 
tice. [appreciate your ability, but I 
would like to have an opportunity to 
reply to your charge of bogus before 
any tribunal, and while | would not 
assail the bonds you advocate, I know I 
would end in making you the advocate 
of the bonds I advocate.

No man denies that the 
legislature that endorsed the issue of 
the bonds was constitutionally the law 
making power of the state—no man 
denies the passage of the law, the ap- 

eal to the courts, and decision favora- 

le to the endorsement. No man 
denies that the state xzot the 
benefit of the road, enhancing the tax- 
}able property $2,626,614. No man 
denies that the courts of the United 
States would hold the state of Geor- 
gia liable on these bonds, and [ regret 
to see your name added to the list of 
those who sustain the action of the 
state in repudiating every bond ex~ 
cept those you are employed to defend 
—careless of the popular. preju- 
dice, I say your claim ib aun 
honest one. Boorman, Johnson & Co. 
loaned their money in good faitn on the 
bends, and itis bad taith in the state 
not topay them. As between man 
and man, the honesty of the transac- 
tion would not last a second before a 
court; but the claim you represent is 
not honest only because you represent 
it, I is honest because the good faith 
of B. J. & Co marks every step in it, 
and the bonds repudiated by the state 
are not bogus, because you don’t repre- 
sent them and denunciation of them in 
pandering to what has been done you 
will find a poor passport to the favor of 
the present convention. They will not 
in front of public opinion act right on 
the bond question, if they were so dis- 
pes but preferring darkness to 
ight, they will not imvoke con- 
troversy before the people on the ques- 
tion of ratification by recognizing a 
dolar’s repudiated infebtedne. s.

The citizen is the 
tool of the state, and it is education 
that makes this tool the best one. The 
gentleman ye the state shuuid not 
pay for this education; but I say it is 
to the interest of the state to pay for it, 
and the state is so 20 ce tor the 
outlay. Look at the recent war 
in Kurope between Prussia and France. 
Do not all thinking men know that the 
reason why Prussia crushed France 
almost in a week was bevause the peas- 
antry of France had not been educated 
and the soldiery of Prussia was 
educated im the seryice of the 
state?
